
JEROME SPIKES REPORTS OF COUNTY TAX INCREASE

The state of California has been playing the old game of put 
and take with the counties, and they have come out just about 
even. The state returned operative property to the counties, but 
also took away certain taxable wealth. This trade, coupled with 
added burdens, has left the counties just about where they were 
before. 

Aroused by recently published statements that city and county 
taxes would be 41 per cent higher this year, Supervisor W. C. 
Jerome today denied these statements emphatically, in addressing 
the board of directors of the chamber of commerce. At the same 
time he showed that despite the juggling of the tax base by the 
state, and despite a 35 per cent increase in assessed valuation. 


the property owner this year will pay only 11 cents more per thou¬ 
sand for county purposes than he paid last year. 

Taking a concrete example, Mr. Jerome said that property 
assessed last year at $1000 paid a county tax of $9.20. The same 
property this year is assessed at. $1350. But despite this increase, 
and despite added welfare and old age pension burdens, the same 
property this year will pay only 11 cents more in taxes, or $9.31, 
said Mr. Jerome. 

He said that recent statements about a supposedly large in¬ 
crease in taxes were, in his opinion, the worst kind of publicity 
that could be broadcast. He also intimated that he believes it his 
duty to do everything possible to correct the false impression that 


resulted from this publicity, and to inform his constituents of the 
actual situation. 

Mr. Jerome recalled that when the state turned over operative 
property to counties for tax purposes, the move was hailed as a 
great relief to the taxpayer, but that when the juggling of the tax 
base was over, the counties are just about where they were before. 
Orange county got $17,000,000 in assessed valuation from the op¬ 
erative property. This will raise about $120,000 in taxes, he said. 

This county with others, lost the right to collect personal prop¬ 
erty taxes on automobiles. The state returned 25 per cent of this 
tax base to the counties, and 12% per cent of the remainder to the 
cities, he explained. 

This, he said, explains the change in the tax base. But the 


$120,000 gained from operative property will be offset by an added 
burden in old age pensions, amounting to a sum estimated at 
$100,000 to $150,000 per year. The legislature reduced the pension 
age from 75 to 65 and also increased the maximum pension pay¬ 
ments. 

And this is not all, Mr. Jerome showed. The federal govern¬ 
ment, anxious to separate relief from labor expenditures, has is¬ 
sued a mandate that forces counties to assume a large burden for 
relief, which the federal government has been carrying. This will 
cost Orange county about $150,000 this year, he said. 

Despite these added burdens, however, the property owner will 
pay only $9.31 per thousand in county taxes—11 cents more than 
he paid last year, Mr. Jerome said.

largely through the benefactions 
of Doheny. Two bishops, The

C. Kelley of the Oklahoma dio¬ 
cese, will say mass.

People Buy Orange For What's 
Inside; Law Qoverns Content 

Because of the widespread interest in excessive citrus granulation this season and 
the threatened disastrous results, The Journal has asked Holmes Bishop, widely 
known grower and student of marketing , to write a series of articles which discuss 
causes and effects and the way to avoid more serious difficulties before it is too late. 
Mr. Bishop’s third article follows: 


By HOLM US BISHOP 


W HEN people buy oranges, it is not the 
peel that is wanted, no more than 
they want the can that surrounds a can 
of beans. It is what the peel conceals that 
is the real object of the purchase. With 
all citrus fruit it is juice and not just pulp. 
In consequence of this, there is a universal 
conception that standardization has to do 
with frozen fruit only. The preceding 
article dealt with other phases of the law, 
that the public might realize that there 
are other ways to deceive the purchaser, 
other ways of injuring the reputation of 
California oranges, and other duties for 
enforcement officials to perform. 

Anything that affects the juice of an 


orange has a bearing on its sales value, 
but the most offensive element is that 
which affects the volume of juice. 

Juice content may be affected in two 
ways. One is by freezing; the other by 
granulation or crystallization. Even some 
growers do not realize the difference 
between the two. Freezing causes the 
pulp to dry up and shrivel, and the fruit 
loses weight; but in granulation the juice 
changes character and, while there is no 
moisture, the actual weight remains prac¬ 
tically the same. 

The law does not consider damage from 
freezing to be serious unless it affects 20

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. UP)— 
The national capital which often 
had scoffed at Senator Huey P. 
Long's assertion that his foes were 
out to shoot him was startled to¬ 
day to learn that it had been done. 

Some in the capital had been in¬ 
clined to laugh at the bodyguards 
that the Louisianan always had 
near him in Washington and at 
home, and called it “more dema¬ 
goguery.” 

“Most unfortunate,” was the 
immediate reaction of Senator 
Thomas (D-Utah) who began his 
career in the senate by presiding 
over an investigation into one of 
the many charges of political 
skullduggery which had been laid 
at Long's door. 

He Headed Probe 
Long's successful campaign for 
the election to the senate of his 
close political ally, John Overton, 
brought an investigation over 
which Thomas presided two years 
ago. 

“I had first hand acquaintance 
with the tense feelings and al¬ 
most mob desires expressed by 
partisans on both sides when I 
presided in the Overton hearing 
two years ago,” Senator Thomas 
said. 

While the Utah senator, one of 
the few members of congress re¬ 
maining in Washington, attributed 
the shooting to the “act of an ir¬ 
responsible and thoughtless per-

As the senator fought to gain 
strength, the house of representa¬ 
tives—in a special session opened 
Saturday night under Long’s per¬ 
sonal direction—rushed through 
passage the bills aimed to 
1 strengthen his “dictatorship," and 
a coroners' jury heard the dra¬ 
matic story of the attempt on his 
life. 

Assailant Shot Down 

Long's assailant, 30-year-old Dr. 

I C. A. Weiss, jr., of Baton Rouge, 
lay dead. He was shot down, his 
body filled with bullets, by the 
senators' bodyguards immediately 
after his pistol shot threw the 
close of last night’s session into 
turmoil. 

Every one who entered the 
capital today was searched for 
weapons. Armed guards were at 
every door. All around was the 
usual alacrity always displayed by 
Long when he strode about the 
floors of such special sessions, 
giving the orders himself. 

One of the first actions, a 
“Gerrymandering” bill, was aimed 
at Dr. Weiss' father-in-law, Judge 
B. H. Pavy, of Opelousas, a politi¬ 
cal foe of Senator Long. 

Judge’s Job Threatened 

By a vote of 73 to 14, the house 
of representatives passed a meas¬ 
ure-drawn up several days ago—- 
which shifts the district in Judge 
Pavy’s jurisdiction and threatens 
his re-election. 

The bill places St. Landry 
parish, where Judge Pavy hais 
always enrolled a large bloc of 
anti-Long votes, in the same 
district with LaFayette, Acadia 
and Vermillion — parishes con¬ 
trolled by Long. 

Other measures passed by the 
house further strengthened Long's 
domination in Louisiana and were 
designed to aid him in his fight 
against the Roosevelt administra¬ 
tion. 

From Hyde Park, President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt sent a private tele¬ 
gram of condolence to Mrs. Long.

GENEVA. Sept. 9. GP>—A Ger¬ 
man spokesman said tonight that ] 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler doubtless 
will raise the issue of Germany's 
need for colonies before the Reich 
officially quits the League of Na- j 
tions Oct. 14. 

This announcement was made , 
shortly after an Italian spokesman 
said that Italy would not assure 
the league committee that she 
will do nothing to complicate the 
Italo-Ethiopian situation. 

(Premier Mussolini repeatedly 
has stated that Italy needs to ex¬ 
pand her colonies. Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler frequently has referred 
with sorrow to Germany's loss of 
her colonial possessions under the i 
Versailles treaty.) 

Makes No Promises 

The Italian spokesman ex¬ 
plained that Italy already has an¬ 
nounced she must maintain com¬ 
plete liberty of action concerning 
Ethiopia and that, consequently, 
Italy does not wish to make a 
promise which circumstances be¬ 
yond her control may make it im¬ 
possible for her to keep. 

This statement was made after 
the committee in question—the 
11 a 1 o-Ethiopian subcommittee— 
held an afternoon session at which 
a program of work was decided , 
upon. The subcommittee is com- ] 
posed of representatives of Great 
Britain, France, Spain, Poland and

The Italo-Ethiopian crisis over¬ 
shadowed everything else as 49 of 
the 53 ballots cast named the I 
Czech to preside over this im- j 
portant session. 

Dr. Enrique Ruiz Guinazu of 
Argentina, retiring as temporary 
chairman, told the assembly it 
faced a “formidable conflict" and 
said the world “is distracted with 
anxiety." 

Benes’ election came after 
President Eamon de Valera of the 
Irish Free State had withdrawn in 
favor of the Czech.

Wheat adjustment contracts fo: 
the 1936-1939 period have been 
received at the farm advisor's of¬ 
fice, Assistant Farm Advisor W. 
M. Cory said today. 

The contract was prepared, he 
said, after wheat farmers voted 
seven to one last May in favor of 
continuing the wheat adjustment 
program. 

"It provides adjustment up to 25 
per cent, in the event large sur¬ 
pluses threaten to pile up,” said 
Mr. Cory, "The adjustment for 
1936 will be 5 per cent. The pres¬ 
ent contract is 15 per cent, al¬ 
though a cut of as much as 20 per 
cent was provided for.” 

The contract may be terminated 
at the end of a marketing year if 
a majority of the contracting 
farmers favor termination, in a na¬ 
tional referendum. Any farmer 
who complies with his contract for 
two years may exercise the option 
to terminate it at the end of 1927, 
said Mr. Cory. 

The amount of the first install¬ 
ment payment is determined at the 
beginning of the marketing year, 
and the second installment at the 
end of the marketing year. It will 
be determined by the difference be¬ 
tween the average farm price an< 
the parity price for that year, Mr. 
Cory said.

Basket Dinner And Talks 
Feature Meeting In 
Old Community 


WESTMINSTER. — The annual 
reunion of pioneer families of 
Westminster is being held here to¬ 
day. Scores of old-timer- with 
their young folk, many of them 
coming from afar, gathered here 
today. They came in automobiles, 
in contrast to the buggies, carts, 
spring wagons and lumber wagons 
that brought pioneers to church 
and other community affairs of 
early days. 

Following their basket dinner at 
noon, when fried chicken vied in 
popularity with good old-fashioned 
apple pie, the assemblage settled 
down for an hour or two of speech¬ 
hearing. Reminiscences of early 
days was the order of the after¬ 
noon. 

Westminster as a community 
dates back to 1871, almost as far j 
back as Santa Ana, Tustin and 1 
Orange. Those places were laid 
out on apportionments from the 
old Rancho Santiago de Santa Ana 
at the time it was divided up 
among the Yorba and Peralta 
heirs. Westminster was carved 
out of the holdings of the Los An¬ 
geles and San Bernardino Land 
Co., which company a few years 
before 1871 had taken over the 
rancho holdings of Abel Stearns, 
who had found himself in financial 
difficulties because a drought j 
killed tens of thousands of his 
cattle. 

Pastor Starts Colony 

The founder was the Rev. L. P 
Webber, a Presbyterian minister, 
who had conceived the idea that 
the colony should be a temperance 
colony. Settlers were pledged not 
to grow grapes for the making of 
wine or brandy. Rev. Webber 
bought 8000 acres. Of that, 160 
acres were divided into town lots, 
and because of his Presbyterian 
leanings, the minister named the 
place Westminster, after the West¬ 
minster Assembly, which about 
1645 established’ the declarations 
of principles upon which the Pres¬ 
byterian church was carried 
forward 

Literature was sent out, natural¬ 
ly to friends of the founder, many 
of whom, of course, were Presby¬ 
terian. The result was that nearly 
all of the early settlers were of 
that faith, and the first church 
was Presbyterian. Later, how¬ 
ever, Congregational and Meth¬ 
odist churches were organized. In 
early days and down to this day, 
Westminster had always been 
known as a community of good 
homes and good citizenship. 

The first settler under Rev. 
Webber’s project was J. P. Ander¬ 
son, a Virginian, long a leading 
resident and farmer of the section. 
A number of descendants were on 
hand at the reunion today.

John Is Real Railroad Man 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.. Sept. 9. 
OP)—Purchaser John Coolidge, who 
apparently inherited his famous 
father’s love for silence, has 
broken a precedent to talk about 
his favorite subject—being a "rail¬ 
road man." 

The son of former President 
Calvin Coolidge, in one of his rare 
public utterances, modestly told 
of his progress during the seven 
years, come Tuesday, he has de¬ 
voted to his chosen career with 
the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad company. 

He was enthusiastic as he spoke 
of "his love and enjoyment of 
the work" and blushed as officials 
of the road called him “a real 
railroad man who was liked by 
everyone connected with the com¬ 
pany.” 

He commented on politics, too, 
but it was easy to see that the 
tall, slender Amherst graduate’s 
heart and soul were elsewhere. 

John Coolidge, who was 29 on 
Saturday, is engaged in purchas¬ 


ing work for the railroad’s va¬ 
rious subsidiaries. His duties con¬ 
sist mainly of looking after the 
needs of the road’s several divi¬ 
sions and were described as “being 
of a very responsible nature.” 

This is Coolidge's big month. 
His birthday was Saturday. He 
launched his railroad career Sept. 
10, 1928, when he accepted a posi¬ 
tion as a junior clerk in the sta¬ 
tistical bureau of the operating de¬ 
partment. He married Florence 
Trumbull, daughter of former Gov. 
John H. Trumbull, Sept. 23, 1929. 
They have a daughter Cynthia. She 
will be two years old October 28. 

All of the anniversaries, said 
Coolidge, will be celebrated 
quietly. 

“I love being called a railroad 
man,” said John, as he is called 
by his associates. "I'm enjoying 
my work very much and it’s been 
highly interesting and very nice. 
I’m getting lots of experience 
every day and have done a bit 
of practically everything now ex¬ 
cept traffic department work." 


Mr. Franke. who was bom and 
grew up in Santa Ana, will bring 
Prince and Blackie to the 20-30 
club meeting in James cafe to¬ 
morrow night. The two big dogs, 
obedient to a signal from the 
hand of their owner, also will ap¬ 
pear in schools of the city during 
the next few weeks, Mr. Franke 
said.

per cent, or one-fifth, of the area 
of the exposed pulp, if the orange 
is cut through the center at right 
angles to the stem. If it affects 
more than 20 per cent it is con¬ 
sidered serious. 

Explains Percentage 

Previous to the 1933 legislature 
the law permitted any one box of 
fruit to contain 15 per cent of this 
seriously damaged fruit. At that 
time it was changed so that of 
this 15 per cent seriously dam¬ 
aged fruit, no more than 5 per 
cent may be over 40 per cent dry. 

Now what does this mean? If 
we calculate the defect that is 
possible under the law it would 
be as follows: Out of 100 oranges, 
85 may be 19 per cent dry; the 
next 10 may be 39 percent dry, 
and the last five may be totally 
dry. This permits a defect equal 
to 25 per cent, The consumer 
would probably analyze it this 
way: Eighty-five percent of the 
oranges in the box must contain 
juices to the extent of 80 per cent 
of its capacity; an additional 10 
per cent must contain juice to the 
extent of 60 per cent of its capac¬ 
ity, and the remaining 5 per cent 
need not contain any juice at all. 

Own Regulations Strict 

If the drying out is caused by 
granulation, the tolerance allowed 
is only 10 per cent. 

Voluntary regulations set up by 
shippers are more strict than the 
law. As an example, the Mutual 
Orange Distributors use what is 
known as U. S. Standards for their 
brands. The California Fruit 
Growers Exchange sets up its own 
standards for what it calls its ad¬ 
vertised brands. The tolerance al¬ 
lowed is 5 per cent. However, 
these regulations being voluntary, 
the shippers must depend on their 
own policing for enforcement. 

In case some might ask why de¬ 
fects are allowed, it might be well 
to state that the element of human 
error enters in; and tolerances are 
made to allow, first, for possible 
error in sorting and grading, and, 
second, for possible error in mak¬ 
ing tests, since it must be as¬ 
sumed that all the lot of fruit is 
like the sample taken. 

No Need for Alarm 

This may cause the reader to 
ask this question: If it is possible 
for fruit to be graded as close as 
5 per cent tolerance, why does the 
state law permit 15 per cent? It 
must be remembered that the state 
law was made by the legislature. 
Any effort to make it more strict 
is always met with opposition 
from districts which fear the 
added restrictions may work a 
hardship on them. They use the 
phrase, "This would legislate us 
out of business.” Standardizing is 
to protect the consumer against 
fraud, and thereby increase the 
sales value of the commodity. 

Growers are inclined to be much 
more alarmed than they need to 
be. There was a time when any 
amount of defective fruit tended 
to cause serious loss because of 
the inability to separate the good 
from the bad, with the result that, 
in order to avoid exceeding the 
tolerance, it was necessary to elim¬ 
inate quite an amount of good 
fruit. But with greater knowl¬ 
edge and experience, the modern 
packing operation can now grade 
with a minimum of loss of good 
fruit. 

Intentional evasion to the ex¬ 
tent of selling inedible fruit cannot 
be defended. Who is there that 
would not object if the manufac¬ 
turer of his car had permitted it 
to be sold with defective parts? 
How long would we continue to 
buy beans, if out of each dozen 
cans we found some of them not 
filled?

Officer Slays Assassin 
After Trio Shot Down 
Following Argument 


President's Letter To 
Howard 'Breeds Fear,' 
Declares Committee 


DELANO, Cal., Sept. 9. VP\ —A 
crazed Filipino shot and killed 
three Mexicans and was later slain 
by a city traffic policeman after 
a trivial argument in a West 
Delano restaurant today. 

Two others were stabbed and 
■lightly injured by the apparently 
maddened man. 

The slain were Gregorio Pico, 
alias Pete Navatoo, who allegedly 
instigated the shooting spree; 
Miguel Barron, 32, Francisco 
Perez, 55, and Carlos Sandoval, 28. 

Police said Pico became in¬ 
volved in an argument over a 
waitress and suddenly drew a 
knife, stabbing Joe Voster and 
Antenor Ortez. Voster suffered a 
wound in the left side and Ortez 
had a hand cut. 

Then, rushing frenzied into the 
street, he accosted the three Mex¬ 
icans and fired at them point 
blank. Perez and Barron died on 
reaching the local hospital and 
Sandoval died at Kem general 
hospital, Bakersfield. They had 
chest and abdominal wounds 

Traffic Officer Thomas Com- 
mer, hearing the shooting, has¬ 
tened from a nearby restaurant 
and shouted at Pico. The Fili¬ 
pino assertedly shot at him, 
whereupon Commer fired several 
shots, killing Pico almost in¬ 
stantly. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. (A9—

Knox Raps Statement 
Col. Frank Knox, Chicago Daily 
News publisher who has been 
mentioned as a possible Republi¬ 
can presidential candidate, said in 
Boston 




Italy entered the Ethiopian pic¬ 
ture in 1882 when the Italian gov¬ 
ernment bought the small port of 
Assab from an Italian shipping 
line which had acquired it in 1870 
as a coaling station. In February, 
1885, the Europeans took over 
Alassua from Egypt. The Ethio¬ 
pians resented this, claiming Mas- 
sua had been guaranteed to them 
as a free port. Italian efforts to 
advance inland were checked in 
January, 1887, when 500 Italians 
were ambushed and wi]>ed out at 
Dogall. After a year of negotia¬ 
tions Italy withdrew most of her 
troops from her colony, which had 
been named Eritrea. 


Benellk II proclaimed himself 
emperor and king of Ethiopia in 
■March, 1889, a few days after the 
death in battle of King John who, 
with the encouragement of Great 
Britain had made himself master 
of the northern provinces and met 
death beating back an invasion by 
the dervishes of the Egyptian Su¬ 
dan. One of Menelik’s first acts, 
taken May 2, 1889, was to sign 
a treaty with Italy. As a conse¬ 
quence Italy occupied Asmara, 
now capital of Eritrea and re¬ 
ceived Emperor Menelik’s nephew. 
Has Makonnen, father of the pres¬ 
ent emjieror, as Ethiopian envoy 
to Rome. 


For thre" years relations be¬ 
tween the two countries were quiet 
but then Menelik grew suspicious 
because the Italians seemed too 
friendly with the “rases,” or local 
rulers, of the northern districts 
over which John had held sway. 
In February, 1893, Menelik pro¬ 
claimed that the treaty of May, 
1889, was at an end. He claimed 
that the Italian and Amharlc ver¬ 
sions of the pact differed, the for¬ 
mer providing that Ethiopia must 
use Italy as a means of commu- 
eating with other powers where¬ 
as the Amharlc text made this 
step optional. An outbreak of hos¬ 
tilities followed. 


The war lasted three years. At 
first the Italians pushed ahead 
but, as the Ethiopians rallied to a 
national cause, the Europeans 
were forced back. Additional 
troops were sent by Rome and on 
March 1, 1986, an expendition of 
13,000 attacked Menelik, who, with 
90,000 men, held a strong posi¬ 
tion near Adowa. One of the four 
Italian brigades pushed too far 
forward, was cut off and deci¬ 
mated. As the other brigades 
came up, they were successively 
surrounded and cut to pieces. The 
Italians lost 10,600. The Ethio¬ 
pians acknowledged 3000 casual¬ 
ties but experts put them at 17,- 
000 . 


Adowa ended the war of 1893-6. 
Italian reinforcements, sent to 
avenge the defeat, found that 
Menelik had retired and had no 
thought of following up his vic¬ 
tory. So on Oct. 26, 1986, a treaty 
of peace w as signed at Addis Aba¬ 
ba. It annulled the 1889 treaty, 
recognized the absolute independ¬ 
ence of Ethiopia and provided for 
further pacts defining the fron¬ 
tiers of Eritrea and of Italian So¬ 
maliland. This outcome attracted 
world-wide attention to Menelik. 
Missions were sent from Russia, 
Great Britain and France, Mene¬ 
lik consolidating his realm and 
Ethiopia became a world nation.

The Republican national com¬ 
mittee’s pamphlet said the ex¬ 
change of letters "more likely was 
designed to afford Mr. Howard a 
freshly laundered alibi for keep¬ 
ing his newspaper chain narrowly 
partisan in its support of the 
President and give it an excuse in 
advance for advocating his re¬ 
nomination and election." 

“There is nothing in the Presi¬ 
dent's letter,” it continued “to 
which the confidence of men of 
affairs can make fast. He reiter¬ 
ates the fundamental fallacy of 
the New Deal—that is impossible 
to distinguish between recovery 
and reform.”

At the time he was arrested in 
San Francisco Stambaugh is said 
to have made a confession in 
which he told of the holdup of the 
two store employes here.

porarily in a vault at Calvary 
cemetery. It probably will be re- j 
moved later to a private mauso¬ 
leum. 

As a man who left a fortune es¬ 
timated as high as $ 100 , 000 , 000 . 
and whose philanthropies rolled 
into the hundreds of thousands. 
Doheny was one of the most 
picturesque figures in the history | 
of oil. 

Members at Bedside 

Members of the immediate Do¬ 
heny family—his widow, a daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. Leigh Battson, and his 
five grandchildren—were at the 
bedside when the end came. 

While virtually in retirement i 
for some time, Doheny was presi- | 
dent of the Petroleum Securities 
corporation, his major holding, at 
the time of his death. 

His fortune that a few years 
ago was estimated at around 
$300,000,000 had dwindled In re¬ 
cent times, yet friends said the 
oil king could not say within a 
sum of $ 6 , 000,000 the actual 
total of his wealth. 

The story of Doheny is studded j 
with peak accomplishments and 
not a few marked disappoint¬ 
ments. He won fame as the dis¬ 
coverer of vast oil resources, and 
notoriety as one of the key fig¬ 
ures in oil reserve scandals of the 
Harding administration. 

In ‘Teapot Dome’ Case 

Attention centered on Doheny in 
connection with a senate probe of 
leases involving the Elk Hills and 
Teapot Dome naval reserves, 
which had been granted by Al¬ 
bert B. Fall, then secretary of the 
interior. 

Doheny and Fall were indicted 
on charges of conspiracy to de¬ 
fraud the government in the trans¬ 
fer of the Elk Hills lease, Fall 
allegedly receiving $ 100,000 from 
his old friend, Doheny, whereby 
operation of the Elk Hills field 
was turned over to the Doheny- 
controlled Pan-American Petrol¬ 
eum company. 

Doheny contended the money 
was merely a loan and not to be 
connected with the lease transac¬ 
tion. Fall was convicted and Do- 
heny was acquitted. 

Foreclose Mortgage 

Several weeks ago the Doheny- 
owned Petroleum Securities corpo¬ 
ration foreclosed on a mortgage 
on a huge ranch in New Mexico 
once owned and still occupied by 
the ailing ex-cabinet member, 
Fall. 

Fall sent word that he would 
not vacate and negotiations are 
still hanging fire in the matter. 

Born Edward Laurence Doheny 
at Fond du Lac, Wis„ Aug. 10, 
1856, of an Irish father and Irish- 
Canadian mother, the future 
Croesus graduated from high 
school and then began a weary 
trek behind a mule pack prospect¬ 
ing for gold and silver in the 
Black Hills of North Dakota. 
Brief experience as a government 
surveyor served him in good 
stead, yet in the 14 adventurous 
years along the gold frontiers of 
the West he found little returns 
from the precious metal. 

The gold quest brought him to 
California in 1890, and in part¬ 
nership with C. A. Canfield, he 
eventually turned to prospecting j 
for oil in the area around Los 
Angeles. 

He brought in his first well in 
1892, the forerunner of strikes up 
and down California, New Mexico, 
Mexico, Peru and British Guinea. 

Interested Railroad 

During his early oil drilling 
days, Doheny persuaded Santa Fe 
railroad officials to experiment 
with oil-burning engines. He was 
influential in the development of 
that type of locomotion, and his 
efforts dovetailed with his rapidly 
expanding oil interests. 

Along about 1910 Doheny hit 
the famous deposit just out of 
Tampico, Mexico, which brought 
into being the huge Mexican Pet¬ 
roleum company and the develop¬ 
ment of Tampico as a seaport. 

At 44, Doheny had made his 
first million. 

In 1916, long after he had built 
the first pipeline out of Mexico— 
a line so-called experts labeled 
"absurd”—Doheny sank a record- 
breaking well. It yielded 260,000 
barrels a day until closed in. The 
field justified the pipeline. 

In succeeding years Doheny’s 
companies struck oil in new Cali¬ 
fornia fields, in New Mexico and 
South America, and his fleet of oil 
tankers was one of the largest in 
the world. 

Past the 60-year age, Doheny 
was as energetic as ever, launch¬ 
ing company after company, and 
it was not until 1925 that he began 
‘‘letting up” a bit. It was at this 
time that he began centralizing 
his many holdings, and the post 
of vice president and general man¬ 
ager was created and intended for 
his son, Edward L. Doheny, II. 

Young Doheny, however, was 
killed In 1929 by a temporarily 
deranged servant, and R. M. 
Sands, closely associated with the 
oil magnate for 17 years, took 
over the position. 

Repeated rumors Doheny was 
“retiring” from the oil business 
always met with instant denial 
from him. 

DOHEXY'S ESTATE WAS 
$75,000,000 7 YEARS AGO 

LOS ANGELES. Sept. 9. (.'Pi- 
Unofficial estimates of the fortune 
amassed from crude oil by Edward 
L. Doheny, who died here last 
night, have been placed at from 
$100,000,000 to $300,000,000 but a 
close associate, R. M. Sands, vice 
president of Doheny’s Petroleum 
Securities company, said that sev¬ 
en years ago Doheny’s wealth 
stood at $75,000,000. 

Few of Mr. Doheny's private 
charities were ever revealed. At 
the time of his death, said Mr 
Sands, he owned one-sixth of his 
former $75,000,000 estate, or about 
$12,500,000. 

Friends said that only this 
amount of Mr. Doheny’s estate 
would be liable to federal inheri¬ 
tance taxes. At the office of the 
collector of internal revenue it was 
said that the newly enacted tax

No Further Word 

The last word received from 
John C. Mitchell, chairman of the 
board of supervisors, and Super¬ 
visor LeRoy Lyon, now in Wash¬ 
ington in the interest of the 
county project, was that Maj. Gen. 
E. M. Markham, chief of engi¬ 
neers for the war department, had 
approved the project and turned 
it over to the allotment board. j 

Last Tuesday the supervisors 
received a telegram from Super¬ 
visor Lyon telling of General 
Markham's approval and that the 
allotment board was scheduled to 
act on the request for federal aid 
the following day. No further 
word has been received from 
either Supervisor Lyon or Chair¬ 
man Mitchell, who arrived in 
Washington last Tuesday. 

The protest filed by the San 
Bernardino valley organization is 
the second attempt to halt the 
conservation project. The first at¬ 
tempt was a protest filed with 
army engineers by the Anaheim 
Union Water company. Later the 
water company agreed to with¬ 
draw the protest when the super¬ 
visors accepted a four-point pro¬ 
gram submitted by Paul Bailey 
assuring the water companies an 
uninterrupted flow of water.

The other 
sixth he put into a trust fund and 
gave to his five grandchildren.” 

It was on the one sixth, or $12,- 
500,000, that friends said inher¬ 
itance taxes would be paid.

Q. J. Pavy of Opelousas, broth¬ 
er-in-law of Weiss, said today he 
was at a loss to explain Dr. Weiss' 
action. 

‘‘He was a calm and deliber¬ 
ate man,” Pavy said, "although 
somewhat high strung. There 
was nothing on his part to in¬ 
dicate to his family that he 
would ever do such a thing.” 

“He felt bitterly toward Senator 
Long, but no more so than many 
other persons I know, and as far 
as I know he had no specific 
grievance against the senator. 

‘High Sense Of Duty’ 

"I have never heard Dr. Weiss 
discuss politics but I do know that 
he had a high sense of public 
duty.” 

Pavy said Dr. Weiss spent yes¬ 
terday afternoon swimming and 
fishing with his wife and “ap¬ 
parently was in the best of 
spirits.” '£3%ii 


He said they returned to the 
Weiss home last night and that 
the doctor left after supper “pre¬ 
sumably to make a call.” 

“Dr. Weiss had made arrange¬ 
ments yesterday with nurses to 
perform an operation this morn¬ 
ing,” Pavy said. 

Asked whether he thought a bill 
pending before the current special 
session of the legislature which 
would transfer his father-in-law, 
Judge B. H. Pavy of Evangeline 
parish, to another parish, could 
have affected Dr. Weiss’ mental 
balance, Pavy said: 

"My father was not losing his 
judgeship, he was merely being 
transferred from one district to 
another. Dr. Weiss felt bitter 
toward Long, but not for anything 
the senator had done to him per¬ 
sonally. Dr. Weiss at no time 
gave any member of his family 
any intimation of what he was to 
do. It came as a terrible shock 
to all of us. He was not in 
politics, he had never sought pub¬ 
lic office of any kind and he was 
not interested in gaining any pub¬ 
lic office.”

BREATHE—IF YOU CAN 

B USINESS MEN were assured by the President in a 
recent letter to Roy Howard, New York newspaper 
publisher, that the New Deal has perfected all its legisla¬ 
tive plans and they are now to have “a breathing spell.” 
Here are a few accomplishments of the recently-signed 
tax bill: 

1. Individual income tax-surtaxes increased in brack¬ 
ets above $50,000 and graduated upward to 75 per cent 
on income in excess of $5,000,000. Rates of tax on un¬ 
divided profits of personal holding companies increased to 
conform to higher surtaxes. Estimated to yield $45,000,000. 

2. Estate Tax—Estate taxes increased, beginning 
with 2 per cent on net estates above $40,000 and gradu¬ 
ated upward to 70 per cent on that part of any estate 
which is in excess of $50,000,000. New gift taxes ap¬ 
proximate three-fourths of new estate taxes. Estimated 
yield, $102,000,000. 

3. Corporation income tax—graduated as follows: 
12% per cent on net income up to $2000; 13 per cent, 
$2000 to $15,000; 14 per cent, $15,000 to $40,000; 15 per 
cent in excess of $40,000. Estimated yield, $35,000,000. 

4. Capital stock tax—$1.40 per $1000 on declared 
value of corporation stock. Estimated yield, $44,000,000. 

5. Excess profits tax—6 per cent on profits between 
10 and 15 per cent of the declared value of corporation 
stock; 12 per cent on profits in excess of 15 per cent. 
Estimated yield, $10,000,000. 

6. Intercorporate dividends—10 per cent of such divi¬ 
dends to be taxed at new corporation income tax rates. 
Estimated yiled, $29,000,000. 

Beside these are the many important tax changes 
which must be made to balance the budget. Your great 
great grandchildren will be hearing about them.

THE BATTLE IS ON 

I T WAS a foregone conclusion that the upper counties 
through which the Santa Ana river passes before it 
reaches Orange county, would try to checkmate Orange 
county in its efforts to restore its rapidly-disappearing 
water supply. 

While Orange county has been trying to straighten 
out its internal troubles, satisfying this selfish interest 
and that, the people in the San Bernardino basin have 
been busy. We suppose they have their differences of 
opinion and their selfish interests, too. But from this 
distance and after a talk with various leaders in that ter¬ 
ritory, it appears certain they have acted as a unit to pro¬ 
tect their own country and to outsmart us. 

They were not caught napping either when the board 
of supervisors applied to the war department for assist¬ 
ance. Hardly had Orange county supervisors appeared in 
Washington before a formal protest arrived from the San 
Bernardino Valley Water Conservation district. 

The upper counties know the great check dams they 
have built are depriving Orange county of its rightful 
share of water from the Santa Ana. They are fearful now 
that the flood control project may right the wrongs ex¬ 
perienced all these years. Expressed in conservative and 
diplomatic language, yet carrying a world of meaning 
between lines, the Redlands Facts, the daily newspaper of 
Redlands, expressed the situation as follows in its Satur¬ 
day issue: 

“The Facts is in entire sympathy with the San Bernar¬ 
dino Valley Water Conservation District in filing protest 
with the United States authorities against allowing alloca¬ 
tions for construction of Prado dam in Orange county 
until rights to the water have been determined in the 
upper stream. Orange county proposes to spend several 
millions of dollars in damming the Santa Ana river at the 
canyon near the Orange-Riverside county line. Upper 
basin consumers have made many developments for con¬ 
servation of water and flood protection, and a moderate 
amount of new plantings. Orange county has planted out 
many times more acreage in a similar period. Should the 
Prado dam be constructed before projects under way and 
contemplated on the upper stream are completed, it is 
logical to suppose that Orange county interests might de¬ 
mand that no checking of the stream be made above that 

S iint. Therefore, it is only reasonable, first, to stipulate 
e rights of upper basin users."
